His Holiness Pojie Leo XIII., when 
this article was written, on Thursday 
afternoon, still lingers between life and 
death. For two weeks he haa auffered 
from a aevere attack of pleuro-pnenmonia, 
a disease often fatal to young and atrong 
men and women. Here te a man paat hte 
ninety-third year who haa withstood it 
for a period of fourteen days. His re- 
markable vitality and will power are 
confounding scientists not only in Rome, 
but all over the civilized globe. Truly 
he is llie greatest man of the age. Thrice 
he has been o])erated upon and relieved 
of the water that had .gathered on hte- 
luiiga. After each operation the vener- 
able patient haa rallied perceptibly, and 
yet hte phyaidana aay there te no hope. 

Kadi day brought new bulletina from 
tbe attending surgeons and physicians. 
Day after day his approaching dissolu- 
tion was announced, but the following 
day found him still alive. Contrary ta 
the will of his physicians lie has received 
Cardinals and Ministers of State. When 
all hope had left he aroae and dreaaed 
himself with scarcely any aaaiatance, aad 
today, Thursday, be received holy cooh 
mnnlon during the eetebratlon of the 
In' honor ef the Madonna of the 
Carmelites. Mass was celebrated in tbe 
little chapel oiHfiiing into Poih; I^eo's 
room. His physician. Dr. LapiHiiii, his 
faithful .servant, Pio Centra, and a half- 
dozen of the domestic servauta of the 
Vatican attended the mass. 

On Monday be was believe<l to l)e 
dying. Tbe following day he announced 
to those around his bedside that be di<

Throughout his illness press and pul- 
pit have had only good to say of Leo 
XIII. The daily papers have teemed 
with news of Pope Leo and the Vatican. 
Besides the acenlar press have bad vari- 
ous cditoriala commending him for hte 
scholariy manner, hte piooa life and hte 
love of edoeation and practical reform. 
Miniftara of' every denomination have 
not hesitated to bold him up as a model 
gentleman, illustrious scholar, able dip- 
lomat and faithful follower of Christ. 

As the Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune 
says; 

"He has been clas.sc<l with Bismarck 
and writh Gladstone, hut he is greater 
than dther, for he mlea with a moral 
and not with the pbyalcal force that 
comca from great armiea or naviea. Hte 
te not a kingdom of the world. He re- 
buked the strong and the arrogant when, 
atrength ami arrogance sought to work 
injustice; he stoo<l for law, for order and 
for constituted authority and was uncom- 
promising w ith wrong. Whosoever may 
succeed bim will lie Bishop and Pope of 
Rome and will have and receive the 
apiritnal homage and obedience of hte 
church. He will be the aucceaaor of Leo 
and will ait in thtf chak of Pater-bnt he 
will not be Leo, for the world te not given 
many of the type of I<eo, needing tbe 
type, but possibly not deserving it. Pope 
Leo could truly say with St. Paul: 

•■ 'For I am now ready to l>e olTcred and 
the time of my deoarlure is at hand. 
I have fought a good fight. I have 
finisheil the course. I have kept faith.' " 
Leo XHI, has ruled wisely and well 
during tbe Ust twenty-five yeaia. He 
waa not only the graataat man of the 
niaataeath eeatnrr, bet tt te hardly 
poaatbte that the twentieth century will 
see bis equal. He is dying as he lived, 
a friend of all the jieople, recognizing 
neither race nor i>osition in life. To him 
we are all God's sheep and he, Leo, the 
chief shepherd. Like hia Master, be 
leaves the ninety and nine safe in the 
fold to rescue tbe one who has gone 
a.stray. Pray that he may live aome 
time yet to be an inapiration and a gold* 
ing Ught to hte people. 

In the Amerkan Protestant churchea 
in Rome laat Sunday prayers were offered 
up for tbe Holy Father's recovery. 

His Holiness Pope Leo XIII. is still 
alive at this writing, Friday morning, 
though the dispatches say his condition 
is less satisfactory than at anjitime sinoe 
be fell ill on July 3. His mind continuea 
clear and he continues by word and deed 
to show bte love for hte people. Thn(» 
day night he roalad wM, bat he may dte 
beftet another ann aeta, ao aeriona te hte 
oondltloa.

PEERS OF KING5. 





The recent visit of American 
naval officers to Germany and Eng- 
.land, and President Loubet, of 
France, to England, mark the 
breaking down of the old-time 
monarchical exclusiveness. These 
representatives of republics, none 
of them of "noble birth," were 
cordially received and feted, not 
only formally as the representa- 
tive* of their goverments, but 
socially by the sovereiRtis and 
nobility. Indeed the German Km- 
peror and Bnglish King were hos- 
pitable to the fullest extent, and 
their attaches to the verge of flat- 
tery. To the credit of the Ameri- 
cans and the Prench President, 
they conducted themselves with 
propriety, graciously acknowledg- 
tlic c(uirfcsi( S and seutimentsof 
. tlltbtk 
'ere devoid of 
or toadyism, in marked 
contrast with their entertainens. The 
results of thoae visits will undoubt- 
edly be to inijiress the crowned 
heads that men can be gentlemen 
worthy of every respect, regardless 
of the "blood," and that republics 
ruled by the people produce men 
the peer s of kings. 

PRANCB STRIKES A 8NAQ. 

The French Government, in its 
crusade against the religious orders, 
is running into complications tend- 
ing to conftision and trouble. Nuns, 
for whom all taxes had been paid 
by people anxious for them to re- 
main, were ejected from their con- 
vents because the records showed 
the properly to be held in the name 
of the religious order. An English 
lady, not a Catholic, owning a 
house in the vicinity, tendered it to 
the nuns, who have- taken up their 
domicile there ia.stead of leaving 
the country as expected. The lady 
owns the propnty in her right and 
is a British subject. 

In other cases Americans, Ger- 
mans, Italians and other for- 
eigners living in France, and hold- 
ing property by ownership or lease, 
have given domicile to members of 
ostracised and ejected religious 
orders. To attempt to oust or in 
any way interfere with these relig- 
ious occupants of the foreigners' 
property will miJce th» issue inter- 
national with the governments of 
the owners or lessees, an issue on 
which the law, treaties and prece- 
dent are plain. The Prench Min- 
istry halt, hesitate, balked and 
puzzled. What are they to du 
about it? 

Again,, the property from which 
the religious orders were expelled 
is held by the Government. It is 
the intention to confiscate and sell 
it. But foreigners may buy it and 
reinstate the expelled religious 
orders as tenants, under protection 
of the government of the owner or 
-holder.

seizure of church property by the 
Italian Government in Rome, which 
had ordered the occupants of the 
American wollege to vacate. Its 
offidala protested to the American 
Minister; the American Govern- 
ment protested to the Italian Gov- 
ernment, and pending negotia- 
tions the American flag was raised 
over the college — and that ended 
it. 

This right of a foreigner was the 

beginning of the end of the Kiil- 
turkampf in Germany, though not 
so summarily. All religious orders 
were ejected, expelled, their prop- 
erty ordered sold. A foreign noble- 
man purchased a monastery and 
lands. He fbrmally and legally 
leased it to the order that had been 
ejected therefrom. Tlie Herman 
Government refused to permit the 
lessees to return tOL.Germany to 
occii|n' tlicir leasehold. The owner 
appealed to liis government, which 
took up the matter with the Ger- 
man Government. The right of 
the owner to put the property to 
any other use, the validity of the 
lease, were not questioned, but the 
German Government insisted that 
the lessees -the religious order — 
being expelled from and forbidden 
to return to Germany for violation 
of German laws, could not be per- 
mitted to possess their leasehold. 
After prolonged diplomatic nego- 
tiations the German Government, 
foreseeing it would have to yield, 
amended the law so as to authorize 
the Government to 8U| ge^d _ or 



to race prejudice, for the worthless 
and insolent negroes are the cause. 

While there are whites who "don't 
like a nigger nohow," and all have 
their likes and dislikes, the Ameri- 
can people generally recognise the 
right of everyone to live in peace 
under full protection of the law if 
he behaves himself — the negroes 
not excepted.

were permitted, under special im- 
perial decree, to return to Germany 
and reoccupy their monastery — and 
thus it went on, with the proscrip- 
tions of the Kultnrkampf still in 
force, the law becoming practically 
a dead letter and eventually being 
repealed piecemeal, until now Ger- 
many, instead of ejecting and ex- 
pelling religious orders, invites, 
welcomes and offers to them domi- 
cile and protection when driven 
from France. 

Nations, like individuals, can do 
as they please, even wrong, so long 
as it concerns only themselves; but 
nations, like individuals, must re- 
spect the rights of others. France 
may do as she pleases with Prench 
subjects and what twlongs to them; 
but she .seems to have reached the 
point where, like Germany, she will 
be brought to realise that ahe must 
re.spect the rights of others not 
French subjects, even in her terri- 
tory and jurisdiction, and, what is 
more, to protect, not trench upon, 
those rights. It may safely be 
taken for granted that the French 
Government Will not further molest 
the members of religious orders 
occupying the property of foreign 
owners and lessees, and to that ex- 
tent her proscriptive laws are a 
dead letter. Will thia prove the 
beginning of the end of proscrip- 
tion in France, as in Germany? 
History is still a parrot, repeating 
itself, as it has ever done.

The Hon. John T. Kealiag, of Chicago, 
ex-NatioiwI Preddent of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, was the orator of 

the (lay at tbe I KUh anniversary celebra- 
tion of the birth of Wolfe Tone, Irish 
patriot and martyr, held at liodentown 
recently. Thousands of people from all 
parts of Ireland were preaent at the cele- 
bration of the memory of Wolfe Tone 
and the gallant men who fell with him in 
1798. Shortly after 3 o'clock a proces- 
sion was foraiad in the main atraet, the 
place of honor at its bead being given to 
the Charlerille life and dram band, which 
had come a very long distance. Then 
came the Wolfe Tone Kxecutive, the 
Robert ICininet Centenary Coniniittee, 
Tullamore fife and drum l>and, Major 
Macliride Club, Gaelic athletic section, 
Ballybriltas band, Old Guard I'uion. 
Costume Association branch and I'orest- 
ers, headed by their band; Cumann 
na OnsedbesI, Oaalic seetioo, Gaelic 
branches, trades bodies, Yonng Ireland 
Society, *98 cinbs, etc. The tisnds pres- 
ent included St. James', Barrack street 
fife and drum band, Monasterevan do.. 
Volunteer ilo , I'.riy ICniinet brnssbind, 
Clara fife and drum band, Foresters' 
band, etc. The march to tlW ChOTCh- 
yurd look over an hour. 

On reaching the stand, which had been 
erected near the grave of Tone, Mr. 
O'Hanlon moved that Hon. P. J. Devlin 
l>e elected Chairman. The election was 
unanimons. After s brief addreai Mr, 
Devlin introduced the orator of the day, 
Mr. John T. Keating. 

The Hon. J. T. Keating tlien came 
forward to address tbe people and was re 
ceived with lonj{ and sustained outbursts 
of cheering. He said that the message of 
that meeting would be to the Irish people 
icattered all the uorld over a declaration 
that the Nr.Uonalists of Ireland were will- 
ing to do and dare. He wsa glad to l)e 
there to receive new life and energy on 
touching the soil of his native land, but 
he was more glad still to be near the 
townland where was born his old friend 
and colleague, John Devoy. He was 
there that day to preach the doctrine they 
represented in a place where none but 
that doctrine could be preached. They 
were thefe that day not to interchange 
opinion on the domestic policy of Ire- 
land, biit for the purpose of renewing 
their vows St s shrine that represented 
everything that cottld be embodied in the 
principles of Irish nationality. 'They 
were tliere at a time which wss almost 
similar to the date made memorable by 
llie circumstances that surrouudcil it- 
llie date on which Wolfe Tone was born 
Wolfe Toui' took bis part in regenerating; 
Ireland at a crucial period, when those 
who ought to have led had fled, when 
those who oi(ght to have fought were 
gone, when the people of Ireland who 
remained were robbed and called poor, 
were forbade to kara and called ignor 
ant, but were still loyal to thdr God snd 
loyal to their conntry. He rame from 
the class which, while they did not 
belong to the religion which was pro 
fevseil by tile majority of the people of 
tbe country, nevertheless was a class 
from which bad been selected many of 
the great leadera of the Irish people, and 
whose sdactlott had given a world-wide 
evidence of tbe brond.Bdnded and the 
religiona liberty of the Irish people. 
Tone was an orator; Ireland has bad too 
many orators. He was a man of action; 
Ireland has had too I'ew niL-ii of action. He 
was one of those who was willing to try 
ibe logic <if constitutional a>;itation, bnt 
be was oue of those who did not desire to 
Kve by constitutional agitation. He was 
hok:'.st enough when he came to the con- 
clusion that his efforts were a failure, 
that hia task of securing his enda by con- 
stitutional mcana was futile and hopeless, 
that the qnickssnds on which he was 
standing threatened to engulf him and 
his hopes — when he saw this he was 
honest enough to come before the people 
and to announce his decision. Tliai 
cision was in sympathy with tbe ideas 
that permeated that vast meeting. They 
showed Tone's confession of faith was a 
text, "To subvert the tyranny of our exe- 
crable Government, to break the connec- 
tion with England, the never-failing 
source of our political evils, to sawrt the 
independence o^my conntry— these were 
my objects. To unite the whole people 
of Ireland, to aboliah the memory of all 
ita paat dissensions and to anbstitute the 
common name of Irishmen in place of 
the denominations of Protestant, Catho- 
lic, Dissenter — these were my means. 
The l';nglish connection is Ireland's bane. 
It is not the way England administers or 
fails to administer laws; it is the fact that 
she haa the power to make tbe laws of 
Ireland. ■ Do as bast they can— govern as 
well as they can— snch are the racial 
differeaoes, leaving aside nstlonsl snd 
historic sntsgoniam, tbst Englishmen can 
not so administer laws for Ireland as to 
nialco our people prosperous and hapjiy." 

Tho.se were the words of Tone, and the 
message bad as much point now as it had 
then. Having sketched briefly and in 
an intereating manner the life of Wolfe 
Tone, the speaker went on to say that 
the poaition waa the same today as it 
was in the time of Tone. The Irish peo- 
pie could too longer look to ' Prance, bnt 
he, apeaUng on behalf of the people of 
America, /and in the name of America, 



aaked the people of Ireland to give evi- 
dence that the spirit of Tone was alive 
amongst them. They in America had 
had men from Ireland visiting their 
shores, they had had professional poli- 
ticians going through America loudly 
proclaiming that the grave of Tone was 
forgotten. They were praying for the 
day when the aegis of America would be 
spread over Ireland, when the flag that 
IrUhnen had ionght for, sad died for, 
would be flostint side by Mtt with tbe 
banner of those representing the prin- 
ciples of the reel and trne Nationalists of 
Ireland. 

Mr. Keating's address was receiveil 
with cheers. Mrs. William McWhorler, 
State President of the Illinois Uranch of 
the Ladies' Auxiliary to the Ancient 
Order Hil>ernians, was intro<Iuced and 
expressed her pleasure at the grand 
demonstration. She said ahe stood be- 
fore them representing 60,000 women of 
Irish birth, whose object was to promote 
the principles of Irisli nationality in tbe 
Irish race. Mrs. McWliorter's address 
was fre<)uently applauded. The meeting 
conclude<I with votes of thanks to Mr. 
Keating, Mrs. McWhoctor aad Cbsir- 
man Devlin.
